Wasted.— A Steam Fire Engine.— If 
there bo one thing more than another that 
oar city stand* in need of it is adequate pro- 
tection fr m tho ravages of the fiery eloment. 
Tho inefficiency of the band apparatus in 
cases of extensive conflagration has been 
abunduntly rliovm in other cities; and it 
would be bad policy were our citizens to 
a.ivuit the occurrence of a serious destruction 
of property before they recognized the im- 
portance of substituting a more reliable and 
ifiicieut mode of suppressing fires lor the 
means now at their command. Tho fire on 
Humboldt road, u week ago, furnishes a caso 
in point. Tho firemen were so exhaustod Irom 
tho effecls of thoir long run that they could 
eoarcoly-mova'lhe brakes ol their engines; 
and had the burning building been surround- 
ed by others, the destruction of property 
would have been very great ; but hud a 
•'steamer" occupied the place of the hand" 
engines, there could huve beeu no destruction 
o( property upon that score. A sieum en- 
gine well fed with fuel and waler never stops 
work from lutigue— a man d ies, when over- 
worked, be he ever so 'veil fed. A steam 
fire engine, costing S.1O00 laid down hern, 
would perforin more service than six of the 
best hand-engines ever 'made manned by 
300 men, and by pouiiog two or more steady 
streams upon a burning building would drown 
out any fire of reasonable size that is likely to 
break out here for years. An apparatus of 
this kind is positively needed ; aud wo are 
o| u d to know that the Tiger Engine Company 
are discussing the ways and means for pro- 
curing one, The company, is ia said, will 
generously -;ivo S 1000 from their privaie 
pockets. The Municipality might be induced 
lo vote §500 towards tho object, and there 
is surely liberality among tho Insurance 
Companies represented here, and property- 
holders generally, to m-ike up the remainder. 
With a steam firu-engino we might real 
comparatively secure against the occurrence 
of a grcJt fire ; but in our present slate ol 
inelBoioncy, the town-site, w i i b a stiff sou'- 
wester and a firo pievailing simultaneously, 
is liable to be swept in a few hours as clean 
as the palm of one's baud. "A stitch in lime

Postal Affairs. 

A short time ainco wo called atten- 
tion to tho Bad oondition of tbo Postnl 
affairs of this Colony, complaining of 
tho ungonorons troatmont of tho 
Steamboat Company that has boon so 
liberally subsidized by our Govern- 
ment, and alt-o pointing out tho faot of 
its being tho duty of tho United States 
Govornmcnt to doliver our mails at 
tho nenrost point to our borders to 
which their mail routes may oxtond. 
jNor did wo excuse in any way the 
noglcct of our local Government in 
permitting the peoplo of this Colon}' 
to bo so grosHly imposed upon in a 
matter of such groat importance. 
Thero is, howevor, another teaturo in 
this abuso which wo havo so long sus- 
tained, that do&orvos somothing more 
than a passing notion, and ono to 
Which wo are atraid the Govornmcnt 
havo given no consideration. Wo al- 
lude to tlie undue proportion of tax 
paid by tho peoplo of this Colony 
upon all postal mattor corning into or 
going out of tbo country. By a Postal 
treaty between the Qnitod Slates and 
tho British Provinces, mado in 1862, 
a rato of 1<) cents on a single letter 
was fixod for convoyanco, from any 
part of tlie United States, and vice 
versa, not exceeding throo thousand 
milos; and 15 cents beyond that dis~ 
tance, each country having tho privU 
lege of pro-paying in full with its own 
stamps, or at the placo of dolivory, in 
ita own coin, no postal nccountB 
being kept between the Govornmonts 
thereof, tho rovonno to each being 
considered cqnal. Now, contrast tho 
abovo arrangomont with the system 
in operation in this Colony. For in- 
stance, if wo wish to send a letter to 
England, wo aro obliged, in addition 
to our Colonial rate of 5 cents, to affix, 
in American stamps, 24 cents; if to 
tho ProvincoH, 15 conts; or if to tho 
United Statos, 10 oonte, which 
stamps wo aro obligod to import for 
tho purpoeo, paying generally some 
two or throo months in advance of tho 
mailing — and when tho oporation is 
rovori-od, tho samo ratun aro oxueted 
in advance, previous to loltors 
roaching this Colony .Now, the 
amount of postage paid is not, so much 
a mattor of complaint as tho unequal 
manner in which tho rovonuo falls, we 
being obliged to pay much tho largest 
propo tiou of the postage on our cor- 
respondence with all othor CMuntrios, 
and our revenue being tho least bene- 
fitted through it, for upon overy lot* 
tor sont put of tho Colony wo aro ob« 
ligod to p>iy JO, 15, or 21 conts into 
tho rovonuo of tho Unitod States, in 
addition to our own Colonial tax ; and 
in no caso does a loroicrn corrospond- 
ont contribute to tho postal rovonuo of 
this Colony; wo havo not tho 
privilege, as they havo in all othor 
oountrics, of eithor pro-paying a lot- 
ter in full in our own stumps or cur- 
rency, or of paying upon dolivory the 
amount of po^tago accruing buyoud 
our own borders; and more purlieu- 
larly is this system oppressive iu our 
correspondence with the Unitod States, 
for upon overy oxchungo of corre- 
spondence, which costs DO couts, wo 
pay two-thirds of tho amount, only 
one-tbird of which falls into our 
rovenuo, or in othor words, ono-halr 
that wo pay goes to tho rovenuo of 
tho United Statos, and thoso who cor- 
respond with us from that country 
pay nothing into ours. In the 
caso of our correspondence with San 
Franeirico, tho evil is ton-fold aggravat- 
ed, for wo aro compolled to carry the 
mails S00 miles along thoir coast, and 
pay ion cents a lotter for the privilege 
of depositing it in thoir own Post- 
oflico, that department novor having 
conveyed it ono foot beyond tho walls 
of tho Post-oflioo. AVe also bring their 
letters to this Colony froo of charge, a 
duty wo havo distinctly stated 
in ft provious artiolo wo havo no 
right to perform; for wo aro clearly 
of tho opinion that instoad of itB bo- 
ing the duty of this Government to 
subBidizo a stoamor for that purpose, 
tho Govoruniout of tho Unitod StatoB 
aro bound, not only by treaty but by 
tho comity of DiUioiiB, to dolivor our 



mails npon which tho postago is paid, 
and which thoy oontraot to convoy, 
to tho extont of thoir bordors upon all 
thoir postal routos, eithor by land or 
water, instead of delivoiing thorn at 
San Francisco, a distance of 800 milos 
from their destination, in which opaco 
intorvones two cntiro Statos of thoir 
own torritory, aoross whioh there is a 
regular weekly mail communication, 
both by land and sea, Did they per* 
form this part ol their duty and do- 
livor r -o us weekly tho mails at an ao- 
cossiblo point contiguous to our bor- 
dors, wo would not complain so much 
of tho exorbitant tax of $500 per 
month which wo pay for Amorican 
postago stamps, nor would wo be 
avorso to sharing with thorn tho cost 
of subsidizing a good steamer to con- 
voy tho mails botwoou this Colony and 
Washington Torritory. Wo havo al- 
ready remarked that tho Governments 
of England and tho British Provinces 
havo for tho last 1G yoars had fair and 
equitablo Postal arrangements with 
ho Unitod States. Why then, ws 
would ask, cannot this Colony onjoy a 
liko privilege ? Is it becauso we aro 
a Crown Colony and do not desorvo 
tho pi iviloges onjoyod by othor Colon- 
ies ? Or is it owing to tho indiffor- 
onco or imbecility of our local Gov- 
ornmont ? Havo wo a PostmaHtor 
General, and what aro his duties ? 
Suroly wo think tho authority of an 
official with suoh a high sounding title 
should extend beyond tho limits of the 
local Postal department of this potty 
Colony, and if so, wo wonder how 
many timos ho has communicated with 
tho Postmaster Gonoral of tho United 
States, or with anbody olse, in regard 
to Po» tal matters? 



Our Canadian Letter. 

[From nn Occasional Correspondent ] 

Hamilton-, October 29th 18G7. 
About a month since, the elections for 
the Commons and Local Legislature wero 
terminated and the excitement which has 
been very great, lias now entirely subsi- 
ded. Tho returns show a decided major- 
ity in favor of Sir John A. Macdonld's 
government, that is, of gentlemen who 
will allow it a fair and impartial trial be- 
fore deciding ngainst it. 

On Tuesday last, the 22d inst., the peo- 
ple of tlnmilton and the country at large, 
were astounded by the iutolligonco of the 
failure of the Commercial Bunk of Canada. 
On Monday previous a meeting of bank 
managers was called in Montreal to decide 
upon the advisability of supporting tho 
Commercial, and the decision being un- 
favorable a circular was addressed to the 
Managers of the various branches in 
Ontario by Mr R. J. Cartwright, tho 
president, desiring them to close their 
doors and make public the fact that 
owing to a continued drain upon the 
resources of the bank by the withdrawal 
of deposits, and their inability to obtain 
adequate assistance, tho company were 
obliged to suspend specie payment. The 
excitement at Kingston, where the Head 
Office is situated, and in this city, where 
they did a very largo business, amongst 
others, that of the Great Western Kail- 
way Company, was intense. Though 
great doubt had been felt as to the sound- 
ness of the Commercial for somo lime 
past by tlie knowing ones as is ovidenced 
by tho withdrawal of deposits, yet the 
announcement on Tuesday caused a pro* 
found sensation amongst the public at 
large ; the farming class in particular, 
being tho'greatcst sufferers. Tho Leader 
of Saturduy last comments upon it in the 
following fashion: "It is eminently proper 
that the suspension of tho Commercial 
Bank of Canada should be put cn tho 
true ground. It was owing entirely to 
mismanagement, so gross as to bo alto- 
gether exceptional. The principal offend 
er, thero is no necessity for disguising, 
was Mr. Ross, tho chief manager. It 
was he who made the arrangement for the 
colossal railroad loan, which was the 
primary cause of the ruin of the bauk, if 
ruined we are forced to consider it. The 
annals of banking scarcely furnish a more 
monstrous case of individual temerity and 
madness, than is shown in the looso and 
altogether improper arrangement for 
that loan. A million and a half of the 
capital of the bank came, in this way, to 
be locked up; and and after a long law-, 
suit to discover which of the two railway 
companies — the Great Western or the 
Detroit and Milwaukee — was responsible , 
the matter had to bo settled by tho hank 
taking bonds of the laiter company in 
security. The lawsuit consumed years of 
limo, was carried through all tho various 
stages to the House of Lords, and must 
have cost an immense sum. A gravn 
mistake was made iu not discharging from 
the service of tho bank, long ago, tho 
manager who led the institution into this 
difficulty, which, by looking up so largo a 
portion of its available means ultimately 
led to its suspension. Tho transaction 
wus ono which no prudent banker would 
havo looked at, mid which Mr Boss 
Bhould never for a moment lifi7C entertain- 
ed. The munagors of tho bank of Upper 
Canada woro responsible for no single 
transaction half so reprchensiblo as this.'' 
Groat excitement wss caused in To- 
ronto, on Thursday tho 24th inst, by 



rumors concerning tho Royal Canadian 
Bank, which ended in a run on that insti- 
tution principally by farmers and petty 
traders. The business community, mer- 
chants and others, took a prompt and 
energetic stand mid Immediately showed 
in their windows placards stating Royal 
Canadian bank-notes would bo taken at 
par, and iu some places at a premium. 
Tho other banks also came forward in 
support of the Royal, so that the excite- 
ment, which at first threatened to be seri- 
ous, soon subsided. A run was instituted 
on tho Goro Bank in this city on the sarao 
day, but the confidence iu this establish- 
ment was so great that nothing took place 
of more consequence than the withdrawal 
of a few hundreds by small depositors and 
bill holders. Too much praise cannot be 
awarded to tho merchants and Bank 
managers of Toronto and Hamilton, who, 
by their spirited and generous conduct, 
thus averted that which might have re- 
sulted in a great commercial panic. 

A. grand Ball in honor of Colonel Far- 
rington and the ollicers of the '-2'Jth Regi- 
ment, which has just replaced the 10th 
iu this garrison, took place in Mechanics' 
liall on Friday evening last. It was a 
very brilliant affair and was honored by 
the presence of His Excellency Mnjor> 
General Stisted, Lieut. Governor of On- 
tario., and many other notabilities. 

Rumors of tho Fenians and thoir con- 
templated movements reach us from time 
to time from the other side, but they 
command no attention here. Late ad- 
vices stato that arms and amunition 
aro concealed iu various places along the 
frontier, sufficient to equip 10,000 men 
who are to constitute the noble F. B., 
army which is to conquer " this Canada of 
ours" next year. 

A late copy of tho Nof Wester (Fort 
Garry) speaks highly of the Confederation 
scheme and strongly urges tho people of 
Red River Settlement at once to 
seek admission und escape from tho mal- 
administration or rather no administration 
of the Hudson Bay Company.
